BARES SUICIDE THREAT 



Josephine Davis sought to atone in 
court at Waukegan for the wrong she 
said she felt her silence had done Wilj 
Orpet 

With potent words that withstood a 
furious onslaught by a clever and dis- 
appointed prosecutor, she tore almost 
to shreds the indictment that branded 
the young University of Wisconsin 
student , as the murderer of Marion 
Lambert, her dearest girl friend. It 
was on her testimony principally that 
the grand jury of Lake county voted 
this charge on March 6. 

Miss Davis did'her best to undo the 
mistake she says she made when her 
heart was sick with "spite" for the 
person she suspected of causing the 
death of her chum and she did it brave- 
ly. 

"I promised Marion never, to my 
dying day, to tell the secret of her re- 
lations with Will Orpet," was her sim- 
ple explanation of the seai on her lips 
which broke so unexpectedly Monday. 

"Marion told me if Orpet gave her 
up she would kill herself," she asserted. 

This occurred on Marion's^ighteenth 
birthday, when she entertained eight- 
een girls. 

"They are all so happy, Jo, and I 
can't be happy knowing my condition," 
Marion said on that occasion. Then 
she cried and Josephine said she led the 
girl into a bedrpom. where she threat- 
ened to kill herself if Her sweetheart 
failed her That was three days before 
her death in Helm's woods by cyanide 
of potassium poisoning. 

Josephine at this point broke down 
for the first time during her long story 
of her intimate friendship with Marion 
and did a little crying. herself. 

Josephine was again at the Lambert 
home on Feb. 3, the day before she died- 

"Did you notice anything unusual in 
her behavior?" asked Attorney R. F. 
Potter of the defense. 

"She appeared worried and nervous. 
The window blind was flapping she got 
up several times to fix it. She stood at 
the window and looked out for long 
periods. I was half asleep and didn't 
pay much attention to her." 

Previously, when Marion had been 
told by a schoolmate that Orpet was 
engaged to Celeste Youker, s\u appear- 
ed despondent, Josephine said. 

If Will is engaged to marry Celeste 
I'll fix him," Marion remarked, the 
witness said: 'Oh, never mind; you'll 
find out.' " 

Marion's feeling for Orpet was strong 
enough to cause her to snve all his 
letters, she said. See identified nearly 
fifty of them : and spoke of having seen 
them in a bundle tied with blue ribbon. 

In this way did the 19-year-old senicr 
at the Deerfield high school spike the 
guns of the state, whose star witness 
she was thought to be. 

She admitted she had told untruths 
to State's Attorney Dady and had de- 
ceived him to protect the memory of 
her friend and because she hated Orpet, 
but she clung to her new story with a 
tenacity that could not be shaken. 

She states frankly that she had not 
told Mr*. Dady of Marion's threats, of 
suicide or the fits of despondency. She 
was not asked about them when she 
was before .the grand jury or at any 
other time, she. said. She did tell him, 
though, about Marion's peculiar be- 
havior On the night before she died.

Richard E. Burke, chief justice of 
the Criminal Court, died at his residence 
421 South Central Park avenue, Chica: 
go, Saturday morning at 7:30. 

Judge Burke, who would have been 
43 years old had he lived another twen- 
four hours, had been seriously ill since 
March 6, but his death, resulting from 
a general breakdown accompanied by 
complications, was not generally ex- 
pected. 

On Feb. 10 the jurist attended the 
banquet to Archbishop Geo. W. Munde- 
lein at. the University Club. He was 
one of the 100 guests stricken after 
eating portions of soup poisoned by 
Jean Crones, the anarchist, who is still 
being hunted. 

Judge Burke suffered a general break- 
down a few weeks after the banquet. 
The breakdown was brought on largely 
by too close application to his duties, 
but members of his family believe the 
poison he had taken into his system 
may have been a contributory cause to 
his poor physical condition. 
• ^ He was compelled to leave his bench 
in the Criminal Court, March 6, and 
since then has been confined to his bed 
almost continuously. 

His condition grew steadily worse 
Friday^ night. Early Saturday it was 
reported he was resting comfortably 
and 'hopes were entertained that he 
might survive. At 7 o'clock, however, 
there came a noticeable change. Judge 
Burke; who was fully conscious, re- 
cognized that his end was near. . 

"Ijwish to kiss you all good-by," he 
said.to members of his family and rela- 
tives grouped about his bedside. 
JrHis wife, his children, Richard, Mar- 
garet, Mary andLouise;his mother, Mrs. 
Margaret Burke, three brothers, John, 
James and Dr. Alexander Burke, the 
last named his physician, one by one 
embraced the judge, who died soon af- 
terward.

Hygiene 

Personal hygiene as a factor in disease 
causation has been long known and 
emphasized by the medical profession. 
It has also been appreciated that it is 
the most difficult thing in the world to 
practice continuosly and consistently. 

The question of how individuals and 
communities are to secure the best liv- 
ing conditions is today receiving na- 
tional attention. It is not , merely a 
problem for the poor or any one class, 
but on the contrary affects directly and 
vitally the whole community. 

Bad housing promotes industrial in- 
efficiency, dependence, disability and 
disease and tends to debase citizenship. 
That it increases vice and crime is no 
longer a question of doubt. 

While human beings may survive and 
seemingly thrive in bad air for long 
periods of time, to breath impure air 
means a processs of slow poisoning, 
people do not usually die suddenly as 
the result of this slow poisoning; but 
they constantly "catch cold" or suffer 
from headaches, indigestion or other 
quiet unnecessary minor miseries of life. 

The modern conception of the munici- 
pal hygiene impresses one with its vast**; 
possibilities neglect of the most 'necea-V 
sary precautions may result in dreadful 
waste o£ human life. 

The smells and effuvia from filth and 
decaying matter does not directly create 
or convey contagion but it does affect 
health by lowering the vitality. In. 
his way rendering those exposed to 
them more susceptible to diseases. 

A fruitful source of contamination of 
a community with infectious diseases is 
by coughing and sneezing in public. 
In both coughing and sneezing infec- 
tious germs may be thrown into the air 
each offender thus creating zones of 
danger that constantly menace those 
unfortunate enough to be in the vicin- 
ity. 

Insomedteeusedconditions coughing is 
unavoidably and necessary, as is sneez- 
ing and spitting, but such acts can be 
indulged in without menace to others 
by placing before and holding close 
against the face a clean handkerchief 
which should afterwards be quietly and 
carefully placed in the pocket and not 
flaunted in the air. 

We could stop these dangerous habits 
if everyone would take upon himself 
the duty of joining in a crusade, not 
only against the man who expectorates, ' 
but those who sneeze and cough in 
public places without protecting the 
face with a handkerchief or paper 
napkin. 

Coughing is really explosive spitting 
and as a means of transmitting disease 
is a most dangerous kind of spitting. 
Think it over.

Sprang Into Brilliant Bloom 

When Uncovered. 

Some years ago thoro was seen In a 
silver mlno of Laurium a curious In- 
stance of tho resuscitating power oC 
light after many years. Tho silver, 
mines of Laurium were abandoned 
mora than 2,000 years ago as unwork- 
able, and wero filled for tho most parti 
with tho slag from tho workings of the 
miners. 

it wns discovered, however, that this 
slag contained plenty of silver, whlcb 
could easily bo rendered available by 
up-to-date appliances. Accordingly It 
was removed to the furnace, and, when 
next the mine was visited, a wonderful 
transformation was found to havo ta- 
ken place. Instead of a heap of rub- 
bish, the mine had become <t gorgeous 
flower garden. Tho entire space was 
covered with a brilliant show of pop- 
ples.

Marketing Farm Products. 
United States Senator Fletcher haB

His 
father. Rev. David C. Hughes, who 
was a Baptist minister, and his motn- 
er. whose maiden name wnB Mary C. 
Connelly, were of more than usual cul- 
ture and shaped tho boy's early educa- 
tion with the object of preparing him 
for the ministry. 

Charles was born at Glens Falls, n. 
Y., April U, 1SG2, but when ho wan 
very young his parents removed to 
Newark. NY J. Hero tho boy attended 
tho public schools, from which ho was 
graduated In IS73. 

Has Fine Education. 
Ho matriculated fft Madison univer- 
sity of Hamilton. N. Y., tho school 
which Is now known as Colgate uni- 
versity. Remaining hero -until 1878, 
ho decided that tho curriculum of 
Drown university would suit him bet- 
ter, and thoro ho entered and was 
graduated In 1881. His degree of A. 
M. came. In 1881. tho same year in 
which he was graduated from tho Co- 
lumbia law school. 

At tho closo of his collego days 
Hughes was of extremely frail appear- 
ance and of delicate physique His In- 
clination was to enter the educational 
field, but ho found difficulty In obtain- 
ing employment. 

Admitted to the Bar In 1884. 
In 1881 Mr. Hughes was admitted 
to tho bar in New York, and practiced . 

until 1891. 

On'December 5, 1888,. ho married In 
Brooklyn Miss Antolnetto Carter, the 
daughter of Walter S. Carter, a mem- 
ber of his law firm. 

His tendency to teach was still 
strong within him. and despite tho 
protests of his father-in-law. who 
wished him to continue- with tho firm, 
he accepted a chair In Cornell univer- 
sity law school for a time. 

Gas Investigation Stirs. 
This brings Mr. Hughes' career 
down to tho beginning of tho gas In- 
vestigation in New York— an investi- 
gation that Btlrred tho metropolis as 
nothing had stirred it since the Tweed 
ring exposure. 

Probably no one single Investigation 
over produced such far-reaching re- 
sults aB tho lnsurnnce probo which 
Hughes made. 

Mr. Hughes took offlco as governor 
January 1, 1907. He secured the pas- 
sage of laws placing public utility cor- 
porations under tho control of stato 
public service commissions, stopped 
racetrack open gambling, and Insti- 
tuted notable reforms in tho consid- 
eration and conduct of public affair* 
at Albany. 

In 1908 ho was renominated for gov- 
onior and again elected. Ho did not 
Ilnl8h his second term. On May 2, 1910, 
President Tnft appointed him an asso- 
ciate Justice of tho United States Su- 
premo court. 

Traits of Hughes Family. 
Simplicity Is tho keynote of tho 
home life of Mrs. Charles E. Hughes. 
Tho 'Hughos havo a son and two 
daughters and are grandparents. 
Some Views by Hughes. 
"1 bollovo In work, hard work and 
long hours of work. Men do not break 
down from overwork, but from worry 
and dissipation. 

"I notice that most successful men 
are thoso whose minds aro always 
cool, who, no matter how swift tho 
movements of their bodios, are able 
to deliberate coolly and to produce 
calm, sober Judgment even under dlB-, 
turblng circumstances. It Is not tho 
man who reaches the corner first who 
wins, but the man who knows exactly 
what he Is going to do when ho 
rcachos tho corner. 

"I regard a successful man aB ono 
who has utilized to Its fullest extent 
tho best ability In him. Ono man may 
have great ability as a money-maker; 
then ho would be successful when ho 
had mado much money. Another man 
may havo ability as an artist; ho Is 
successful when ho has won fame by 
his art. If a man leaves any one of 
his talents to He Idle ho Is not a suc- 
cessful man. Merojnoney-maklng Is a 
poor sort of succcbb 
„"My views on rollglon aro not what 
most of my church friends would re- 
gard as orthodox; In fact, I havo rath- 
er free vlows, but I recognize that wo 
havo in tho church Ue greatest con-_ 
sorvatlvo force In our affairs, and if 
for no other reason than this, I feel 
that It should be supported. Thero Is 
a lot of cant about It, but it has a great 
power for good, whether ono agrees 
or not with tho teachings of Its min- 
isters."

A Iloxlblo tube of shoe blacking, 
hftld in a stfcel cubo, mounted on a 
combined bristle brush and lamb's 
wool polisher, has Just boon put upon 
tho mnrkcL^and patent applied for. 
Tho blacking Is" squeezed out through 
a small nozzle by turning n key; It Is 
distributed over the bIiocb by rubbing 
with the bristles until dry and a

PLANTS AROUND THE HOUSE 

By LIMA R. ROSE. 
A great deal of discriminating caro 
should bo exercised about tho plants 
located close to tho house. Those set 
In such a manner as to hido the foun- 
dation of the house and relievo tho 
bareness should be plants that do not 
grow much higher than tho wall. 

Somo of tho best plants for this sort 
of adornment are tho herbaceous spi- 
reas, dlcentra and perennial phlox. 
Such annuals as ten weeks stock, as- 
ter, nicotlana, nasturtium and core- 
opsis can nlso bo used effectively. 
' Gladioli furnish a brilliant display 
in midsummer and tho tuberose is a 
fragTant plant that also should have 
place near tho house.

Spray, spray and forever spray, If 
you would savd the fruit of your or- 
chard, Held and garden. 

Countless days of labor of men and 
women are lost, hope turns to disap- 
pointment, and ambition blighted bo- 
causo of tho unchecked ravages of In- 
sects and disease. 

Tho vital importance of spraying Is 
beginning to bo realized by fruit and 
vegetable and flower growers, but all 
too slowly. 

Tho formulas of tho most important 
compounds for spraying will bo of val- 
ue to tho intelligent and dcad-in-ear- 
nest grower. 

Any of tho sprays mentioned can be 
applied with comparative safety to 
any plant or foliage if moderation and 
judgment are used. 

Paris Green Formula. 

Paris green 1 Lb. 

: Fresh (unslaked) lime 1 Lb. 

! Wator 200 Gals. 

Paris green is heavier than water 
and tho mixture must bo kept In con- 
stant motion during spraying opera- 
tions to provent settling. 

It is often adulterated. Gypsum and 
slakod limo aro two adulterants com- 
monly used. 

Pure parls green dissolves without 
sediment in ammonia, the adulterant 
will not. This affords a simple test 
for purity. 

Paris green if used on growing 
plants greatly in excess of tho above 
formula may Injure tho foliage. The 
addition of tho limo overcomes the 
caustic properties and renders it safe 
undor all conditions. 

Dry parls green may bo used pure 
If applied in small quantities. Differ- 
ent dry powder "guus" havo been in- 
vented for this purpose. 

Poison for Biting Insects. 

Arsenate of lead .2 Lbs. 

Water BO Gals. 

Arsenate of lead Is a combination of 
white arsenic, sugar of lead and sal 
soda. It may be prepared by combin- 
ing these materials in proportion, but 
tho process Involves considerable la- 
bor and danger, as tho Ingredients 
must bo combined by boiling. 

Ajrscnato of lead is less liable to in- 
jure foliage than paris green. It re- 
mains longer in suspension. It ad- 
heres better to foliage. It may bo 
used for any purpose for which paris 
green is employed in liquid sprays. 
White Hellebore. 

Powdered white hellebore is" com- 
monly omployod to destroy currant and 
cabbage worms and on fruits and vege- 
tables whero moro poisonous sub- 
stances cannot bo used with safety. 

Whito hellebore 1 Oz. 

Water 2 or 3 Gals. 

It may also bo used dry, oithor,alono. 
or mixed with flour, landplnstcr, soot, 
etc 

White helloboro is scarcely poison- 
ous to tho higher animals and may bo 
used freely on fruits and vegetables at 
any stage of maturity v 

Used ouly to destroy sucking in- 



sects. It may bo applied to the in- 
sects and cannot be used as a pre- 
ventive. 

This is tho standard remedy for 
sucking insects. 

Dissolve one pound hard soap In two 
gallons of boiling water. While hot 
add two quarts of kerosene. 

Churn or- shake tho mixture whilo 
hot for five to ton minute3 or until 
it assumes a creamy consistency. Add 
six gallons of water before using. 

Another plan consists in using sour 
milk instead of tho soap water, the ob- 
ject in either case being to hold tho 
kerosene In suspension while it is ap- 
plied to tho insects. 

Tho most approved method of apply- 
ing kerosene Ib .by nican3 of a special 
pump designed to mix kerosene and 
water. This is tho most agreeable and 
by all means the best method of apply- 
ing kerosene. * - 

Sprays for Fungicides. 
The control of fungous diseases is 
accomplished by tho uso of some 
form of copper salts, usually copper 
sulpkato or copper carbonate. 

The former known as bluestone, 
bluo vitriol, etc., is generally recog- 
nized as more efficient than tho latter. 
When purchased in largo quantities it 
is also cheaper. 

Copper sulphate may bo used on dor- 
mant plants when dissolved in water 
at the rate of two pounds to 50 gallons 
of water, but this solution must not bo 
used on growing plants. 

Copper sulphate in combination with 
fresh lime forms the standard and 
well-known fungicide. 

Bordeaux Mixture. 
Various formulas aro quoted, but the 
following is accepted as safe and re- 
liable: 
Copper sulphate •*• •••••• 6 Lbs. 

Fresh lime 6 Lbs. 

Water .50 GalB. 

In general terms, the copper sul- 
phate should be dissolved In one-half 
of tho water, tho limo slaked in the 
remainder, ' and tho two solutions 
poured together. This results In a 
chemical action giving rlso to a now 
Bubstanco preserving tho fungicidal 
properties of the copper sulphate, and 
if properly made will not injure fo- 
liage. 

Making Bordeaux Mixture. 
Havo on hand three barrels and two 
palls (wood or fiber). 

Twenty-flvo gallons of water in each 
of two of tho barrels. 

Dissolve flYo pounds of copper sul- 
phate In one barrel by suspending in 
a coarse burlap as near tho surface of 
tho water as possible; In this way it 
will dissolve In a fow minutes, whilo 
if allowed to scttlo to tho bottom it 
would require several hours or oven 
days to dissolve. 

Place tho limo In a pall and sIsko by 
adding wator slowly until a paste is 
formed. (Tho llino for bordeaux mix- 
ture Bhould bo slaked exactly as for 
building purposes.) 

Pour this limo pasto into the sec- 
ond barrel and stir thoroughly. 

Now pour Into tho third (empty) 
barrel first a pailful of the copper 
sulphate solution, then a pailful of limo 
water, or bettor, lot two persons work 
at the Job, pouring together. 

Tho resultant mixture should be of 
on intenso blue color. If any tinge of 
green appears it is not good bordeaux 
mixture. 

It is always advisable to test every 
barrel of tho mixture before using, to 
dotcct tho presence of any freo or un- 
combined copper which might Injure 
foliage. 

TeBt No. 1— Dip a bright, clean steel 
knlfo blado into tho prepared bordeaux 
mixture; if any, oven tho slightest, 
deposit of copper appears on tho blado 
after a fow moments' oxposuro to tho 
air It to an indication that mora lime 
Ib needed. 

Tho knife should bo thoroughly 
whetted before using for a second teBt. 
Test No. 2 — Forrocyanido of potas- 
sium may bo purchased at any drug 
store. 

Placo a small quantity (1 ounce) In 
a bottle and add water slowly until 
nearly all of tho yellow crystals aro 
dissolved. Stir tho bordeaux thorough- 
ly and dip out a few ounces in a 
saucor. Add a fow drops of tho for- 
rocyanido solution; if any brown dis- 
coloration appoars it is an indication 
that more lime is needed. This is a 
delicate and reliable test. 

Tho forrocyanido is a violent poison 
and should be labeled as such.

London, June 12.— The Austrian 
left flank and German right flank are 
turned,' the 'Teuton- lilies have been 
♦driven In 15 miles and 05,000 prison- 
ers are in the hands of the KussiuiiB. 

This is the situation in the tre- 
mendous Russiuu offensive launched 
iivo days ago aguiust the southern 
lml f of the eastern front. 

Frightened by the magnitude and 
Bwlftness of the Russian successes. 
Berlin is sending re-enforcements 
into Volhynia and Galicia. Accord- 
ing to Friday's olliclnl statement from 
Petrograd, fresh German troops have 
arrived from tho region north of 
Poliessie. Many of these have al- 
ready been made prisoners, the Itus- 
elan statement says. 

The Vienna war ollice admits the 
reverses. The statement Issued 
Thursday says the Austro-Hungarian 
forces in Volhynia havo taken new 
positions on the River Styr after rear 
guard engagements. Tho engage- 
ments on the River Stripa, however, 
havo not yet been finished, It 

EftVS. 

In tho Lutsk sector the Russians 
appear to have completely broken 
through, turning the left flank of the 
Austrian armies and the right flank 
of tho German forces and capturing 
Lutsk itself, the center of a number 
of radiating roads and railways. At 
several points the attacking Russians 
have crossed the Ikwa and Styr riv- 
ers, and farther south they arc ap- 
proaching the Stripa river. 

Tho number of prisoners in Thurs- 
day's fighting is given as 185 ofllcers 
and 13,714 men, making a total to date 
of 1,143 ofllcers and G4.714 men. 

According to some of tho London 
correspondents with tho Russian 
forces, tho lmmedlato goal of tho 
Russians is tho great fort of Lemberg. 
which has been taken and retaken 
twico in tho last year and a half. 
Lemberg Is 100 miles east of Przemysl, 
the scene of somo of the fiercest fight- 
ing of the war. 

From what little can be learned of 
the actual details of tho violent bat-, 
tie the attack was unexpected by the 
Austrlans, who were celebrating tho 
German naval victory when tho first 
Russian guns began to boom. Behind 
the avalanche of gunfire masses of 
Russian forces cut through, Bur- 
roundlng largo Austrian units and 
compelling them to surrender in mass. 
This accounts for the largo number of 
prisoners. 



JOHN R. M'LEAN IS DEAD 



San Antonio, Tex., June 13.— Mexi- 
can bandits made a raid on tho Cole- 
man ranch', about twenty-five miles 
northwest of- Laredo, on Sunday night, 
and were driven "back across the bor- 
der by United _StateB cavalry under 
Capt. Ola \V. Boll.

Luis do La Rosa, notorious bandit 
leader, is said to have led tho raiders 
The Mexicans had rounded up a bunch 
of horses when they were discovered 
by Conover and Myers and a Mexican 
omployee of tho ranch, who stampeded 
the animals. 

George R. Alexander, foreman of tho 
ranch, accompanied by three men, left 
tho ranch at daybreak, taking tho 
horses to n # pasture at Webb, Tex. 
When twelve miles from the Rio 
Grande they were attacked from tho 
rear by Mexicans. 

The Mexican .rifle fire was too much 
for tho ranchers, and they were com- 
pelled to take to tho brush, abandon- 
ing tho horses to the bandits. 

In a battle with bandits at Canchez, 
Mex., Carranza troops captured four 
bandit leaders. Tho outlaws were a 
part of D'c la Rosa's band. 

Two armed Japanese wero arrested 
near Piot-rea-Is'iegras by de facto 
troops, charged with being Identified 
with bandits '. 

What Is regarded.., by American 
army officers as ofllcial repudiation of 
the agreement entered Into^ by Gen- 
erals Pershing and Gavlra was con- 
tained In a curt message from.

Chihuahua City, Juno 13. — A de- 
cisive victory over COO Villlstas in the 
Rio Florido district, 50 miles south 
of Parral, was reported on Sunday by 
General Ramos.

"On the east bank of 'tho Meuso tho 
fighting which began on tho 2d 
Instant, between Cailletto and Dora- 
loup, has produced its advantageous 
results. Tho armored Fort Vaux, In 
all its parts, has jcen in our hands 
since last night. It really wns stormed 
on the 2d Instant by tho. Pnder- 
born infantry A vain attempt at- its 
relief was made yesterday. Moro 
than 700 unwounded prisoners, a 
largo number of guns, machine guns 
and ml no throwers wero captured. 

"Fights around tho slopes on both 
sides of the works and high ridges 
southwest of tho village of Damloup, 
wero successful for ub. 

"During tho past few days the 
French havo mado desperate efforts to 
ward off the Iobs of the fort and tho 
adjoining position, but all their coun- 
ter-attacks havo failed with severe 
losses. 

"On tho west bank of tho Meuso 
strong French forces, after vigorous 
artillery preparation, mado three suc- 
cessive attacks on our lines on the 
Caurotto height The French were 
repulsed, tho position remaining com- 
pletely In our hands." 



London, June 14. — The great Rus- 
sian offensive, probably tho most spec- 
tacular drive of the war since the Ger- 
man advance through Belgium, added 
nearly 7,000 more captives on Monday 
to tho 108,000. already taken, and 
Bwopt down upon Czernowlt?.,. capital 
of Bukowina, which has been evacu- 
ated by Its civil nnd military author!- 
ties.for tho eighth time In, the course of 
the war.

Hawaii and Porto Rico. 

At almost the samo moment Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was unanimously nomi- 
nated for president by the Progressive 
national convention.

Charles Warron Fairbanks of Indi- 
ana was nominated on tho first bal- 
lot as tho vice presidential candidate 
of tho Republican party.

The following message of notifica- 
tion and congratulation ^rom Warren 
G. Harding, permanent chairman of 
the Republican national convention, 
was sent to Justice Hughes at Wash- 
ington: 

"With deliberation and enthusiasm, 
tinder circumstances which could not 
have been more complimentary, and

In 1S88 he entered tho law firm ol 
Carter, Hughes & Cravath, and about 
the same tlmo married Miss Antoi- 
nette Carter, daughter of Walter 3. 
Carter, senior member of the firm. 
First Attracts Attention. 
He first attracted newspaper atten- 
tion In 1905, when he became counsel 
for tho Stephens gas Investigating 
committee. Mr. Hughes uncovered 
tho ramifications of tho gas and elec- 
tric light monopoly of the mctropolii 
and later assisted In framing several 
legislative bills to bring relief to bad 
conditions ho had discovered. 

In tho same year started the fa- 
mous life insurance investigation. 

When asked to take up tho work ol 
counsel to tho Investigating commit- 
tee Mr. Hughes declined, except on 
condition that he be given free rein 
and allowed to handle the probe thor- 
oughly. 

Tho Investigation lasted foui 
months and resulted In a revolution 
In Insurance methods. 

In tho autumn of 1906 Mr. Hughoa 
was elocted governor of Now York 
stato by tho Republicans. In 1910 
Prosidont Tnft appointed Mr. Hughes 
an associate Justice of the Suprome 
court, and he took ofllce on October 1 
of that year.
